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REMARKS 

Cairns 1-28 are identified as pending in ft. application. Appiieant respectfully notes 
.ha. claims lot 16 were previously canceled in Applicants Amendrnent dated Apn, .3, 
2005, thus obviating the rejections agains, ftem and should be withdrawn from further 
consideration.
